Plans to consolidate all-county- 
wide elections under one heading 
and to hold these ‘elections in 
schools throughout the county were 
launched by the County Commis- 
sion Monday afternoon. * 

The boardmapped.out..a_ dive- 
point program regarding consoli- 
dated voting as follows: 

1. To ask the Legislature to con- 
solidate all county elections under 
one heading. 

2. Request the School Board for 
the use of its school -facilities to 
held the elections. 

3. Request the Legislature that 
the elections be held on Saturday. 

4, Request the election hours be 
from 7 a. m. to 10 p. m., instedd of 
the former 7 a. m..- 7 p. m. 

5. The consolidated voting would 
ease voting problems caused by in- 
clement weather and eliminate var- 
ious other problems, such as shori- 
age of space, etc., that now arise at 
polling places. 

Chairman Kenneth P. Foster re- 
ferred this five-point plan to the 
elections committee, comprised of 
Commissioner Lake Lytal, County 
Supervisor of Registration DeWitt 
Upthégrove and Frank Sakser. 

Foster explained that “the board 
feels these changes would do much
